SPIRITS COMMUNICATE AT 
LONG RANGE. 
qo the Editor of The Better Way. 


A curious round about way of spirit 
communications through strangers at 
long distances, I will here relate. 

Undersigned, a native of Sweden, but 
a citizen of Cincinnati, since 1552, for 
more than 6 years having been a sub- 
acriber for the French spiritual messen- 
ger of Liege, Belgium, read with astonish- 
ment in that journal of the 15th of Jan- 
nary, 1891, Swedish sentenses and names 
of my son Emil, my own, and my father- 
in-law, Otto Jacob Nattoch Dag, written 
on the inner side of a clesed double slate 
around eleven faces produced by a spirit 
artist for a member of the Messenger 
through a private medium, Mrs. A M. 
Ivey, a stranger, of Dahlonega, Ga, Her 
husband Judge W. D. Ivey had the 
slate photographed and sent it, gratis, 
to the editor of the Messenger at Liege 
who did not know the language around 
the picture, and therefore, in a note 

asked any linguist to translated it for 
the company. I informed him that it 
was Swedish aud translated it for him. 
As the sentenses were exactly the same 
as a Swedish spirit and a dear friend of 
mine, Madame Fredrika Ehrenborg had 
written for me iu 1882, in my book of 
"Spirit Communications," 1 took the 
liberty to write to Judge Ivey, a stranger 
to me, informing him of this fact and 
suggested that the same lady perhaps 
wrote the sentences for the Belgium 
editor, and probably also that my father- 
in-law, who was a natural artist, had 
drawn those faces, Judge Ivey became 
interested in this case and wrote mea 
very polite aud frieudly letter which, 
among other good and true things, had 
these generous expressions: “My wife 
will be pleased to sit or hold a seance for 
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Editor of Spiritual Messenger, at Liege, 
Belgium, which has been photographed 
and sent to him. The 23d of March, af- 
ter receiving the photographs, I put 
numbers on all the faces from 12 to 3o, 
and we iu a private scance again asked 
our father to be so kind and give us the 
names answering to the numbers if pos- 
sible. Now came on the slate the fol- 
lowiug: 

“These sketches were not intended 
for true likenesses, I was permitted to 
practice, like the other artists, and was de- 
sirous to convince you that I could do 
such work. I am not satisfied with the 
work, it is too crowded and not as I 
would like to do if I had the opportunity 
to control a medium as often as I would 
like and practice."

DK. J. KR. BUCHANAN. 

Does life from the celestial world of 
life, come to earth aud summon from the 
elements the matter that it needs for an 
animal or vegetable being? It does, and 
yet it apparently does not, Iflife and 
matter stand apart, one must approach 
the other—life must approach, for mat- 
ter cannot. But we are not accustomed 
to witness the process. We simply ob- 
serve that life enters a small portion of 
bioplasm, which is adapted to life by its 
properties and which has previously 
been organized by life. The life that en- 
ters is a part of the organizing life of 
parents which evolved both the matter 
and spirit. 

It is beyond the range of our present 
science to speak of the time when Jife 
was not on earth, and when it began to 
organize protoplasm for the reception of 
the lowest forms of life, and to have the 
continuous iuflux by which the lower 
were elevated to the higher forms. This 
wi]l all be understood ín time, butat pré- 
sent we simply perceive that life occupies, 
at its origin, a speck of protoplasm, and 
from this speck, holding in itself the in- 
visible and incomprehensible life, all 
forms of life originate. The physical or- 
ganism is nothing but a nidus, a start- 
ing point, from which the creative pow- 
er of the life proceeds to the production 
of the man, the animal or the plant, And 
thus it becomes self-evident that an in- 
visible spiritual power contains the 
potentiality of every possible living be- 
ing. It builds up the structure, grows 
with its growth, fills it at maturity with 
all the powers of life, and within a limit- 
ed period, abandons its home, fully de- 
veloped to seek another sphere of exis- 
tence, where the vision of the materialist 
refuses to follow it. He will followthe 
caloric which gives to steam its 
enormous power, when it has left the 
steam as powerless water, and find that 
it still exists as caloric in a different en- 
vironment; but he will not follow the 
vital forces when they leave the body 
nor will he listen to any testimony that 
they have been perceived, felt, heard, 
and undergtood after this departure, He 
is willing to perceive that caloric, after 
its departure from steam or iron, may 
again appear and enter other water or 
iron, but that human vitality cau re- 
turn to inipress other human forme, he 
will not admit, though, so far as it can 
be established by scientific testimony, it 
is as well established as any fact in

Init he told him that the government 
was still without a foreign and domestic 
policy; that the slavery question should 
be eliminated from the struggle about 
the Union; that dn explanation should 
be dewanded from Spain, France, Great 
Britain and Russia, andif no satisfactory 
replies were had, war declared against 
them, ete., and that this policy should be 
directed and incessantly pursued by 
somebody; and if the President could not 
doit himself he should devolve the di- 
tection of the same upoh some cabinet 
member, all debate on this policy pro- 
hibited. 

The interpretation of this "memoran- 
dom" was the demand that the President 
should acknowledge his own incompe- 
tency to perform his duties, and content 
himself with the amusement of distrib- 
uting post office positions, says Mr. 
Schurz. It is incomprehensible to him 
how Seward could fail to see that this 
demand was an insult, and that by plac- 
ing it on paper he put himself into the 
bands of the man he had insulted; and 
had Lincoln dismissed him, giving the 
reason, it would have possibly ended his 
political career, But Lincoln did what 
not many of the noblest and greatest 
men would have been noble and great 
euoughto do. He ignored the insult, 
pointed out his domestic policy as out- 
lined in his inaugural address; his for- 
eign as contained in the Government's 
dispatches. The demand for foreign 
war be ignored entirely, but thus firmly 
established his supremacy and superior- 
ity. Seward, says Mr. Shurz," must have 
felt that be was at the mercy of a supe- 
rior man; that his offensive proposition 
had been generously pardoned as the 
temporary aberration of a great mind, 
and that he could atone for it only by 
devoted personal duty." This he did; 
and when strong pressure was brought 
to secure his removal, Lincoln stood 
up loyally for his Secretary of State. The 
«oncluding estimate of Abraham Lincoln 
in the paper is worthy of reproduction 
and preservation: x 

To the younger generation Abraham Lincoln 
has already become a half-mythical figure, 
which, 10 the haze of historic distance, grows 
to more and more heroic proportions, but also 
loses in distinctness of outline and feature.

Amos K. Fiske,'author of "Talks at 
the Midnight Club," has just issued a 
volume bearing the title, "Beyond the 
Bourn.” The author purports to have 
received the manuscript from a friend, 
who in a mood of confidence one day 
imparted to hin) the history of it and 
also gave his consent to its publication. 
This friend'slife had been one of uncom- 
mon felicity until in very rapid succes- 
sion death robbed his household of the 
physical presence of father, mother, wife 
and child. The calamity of such weighed 
down the strong hope and buoyant 
mood; and in this abstract, melancholy 
state of mind, he is injured by a railroad 
accident, picked up for dead, though 
really in a conscious trance condition, in 
which he remains for severa! days, While 
in this condition his soul has access to 
the realms of the dear departed. Here 
he again is embraced in the loving circle 
of his family; old friendships renewed 
and new oues formed. Mr. Fiske's 
friend remembered some of the details 
of the accident and sufferings, and then 
a time, of what duration he could not 
tell, “which might have been moments 
and might have been ages," he became 
conscious of renewed existence and the 
presence of other beings. As he looked 
around he saw he was surrounded by his 
beloved ones—he then knew he was in 
the realm of spirit, Here is his descrip- 
tion of the dawn of the reality of the soul's 
immortality: 

I had no body, and yet felt my Identity, my 
personal presence with a completeness and in- 
tensity that was not altogether new. I»aw not 
and heard not 1n the earthly sense; and yet my 
knowledge of my surroundings and of the 
presence of others was far more distinct than 
bodily sight or hearlng could make it, We 
spake not with tongues of flesh, we heard not 
with cars of flesh, and yet our communication 
was so perfect that I marveled as at a new 
birth, The soul was freed from the impediment 
of the flesh, it acted without the cumbersome 
instrumentaliy of physical organs, and ita 
action was full and free. " © I found that the 
unlimited expanse of the universe was the 
home of the disembodied spirit, which could 
range at will in the wide, free spaces of the 
heavens, Itcould Indeed visit any of the roll- 
ing worlds, which without number peopled the 
boundless region, but with thelr actual sub- 
stance occupled so small a portion of its im- 
meneslty.

Taking active part in 
the spiritualistic cause she soon found 
herself speaking at meetings. She then 
organized a society in Minneapolis which 
is now in a flourishing condition aud de- 
livered a series of lectures which are 
compiled in this book. They are a 
lucid, clear exposition of not only her 
reasons for embracing Spiritualism, but 
of Spiritualism itself, and is a book which
